There is a steady and insensible changa
going on in this State in the seal of politioal
power, which involves wost important con-
sequonces and which our roaders ought to
carefully weigh. The population of thia
city and the surrounding connties, owing to
immigration and the prolific power of a

rate. ‘The interior and agricultural conntios
are growing in a much less rapid degree. It
is true that in the lnst decade our metropolis
has greatly fallen off in growth, compared to
the previons; but this has arisen mainly
from the fact that the middle classes
are transferring themselves to the adjacent
counties. The inorease of Westchester and
Kings is still immense, as compared with
that of St, Lawrence and Oneida. It is also
the lowest laboring classes which inorense the
most rapidly, as is the experience every-
where in the civilized world. Our political
power follows population, and the resalt is
that the governing power of this portion of
the State, and in comsequence the whole
State, is fast centring itself in the ranks
of the lowest and most ignorant class of the
whole community—athe Irish Catholic laborers
and tenement-honse population of New York
and its vicinity, led by shrewd na-
tive demagogues, Each year gives this class
a greater numerical value, They work to-
gother as a compact battalion under able and
sudacions leaders. They control in the ecity
administration enormous sums of money.
Where they are deflcient In votes, they can
create them, The timid or the ambitious
Americans who have, belonged to the same
party organization, have not nerve or pringi-
ple enough to separate themselves from thoese
useful associates, whom socially they despise.

Thus it happens that this accumulation of
ignorant voters in one corner of the Btate
conlrols more and more every year the in-
terior counties. Were it left toitself it could
do little, as even the plundering of the city
treasury would soon be checked by the honest
yeomanry of therural distriots. But this mass
of voters here is in affiliction with a large
parly in the country, the majority of whom
are directly opposed to them in all their ideas
and habits. Parly links, and the hopes of
emolument and office, bind the two opposing
wings together, and the Dewmocratic party of
New York Btate is simply the tool of the Irish
Catholic laborers and their demagogues in
this eity.

The course the latter have marked out for
themselves is simple and clear. They had
firat to get absolnte possession of the Govern-
ment and income of this wealthy capital.
This they bave done. Next, they aimed at
founding the Roman Catholic Church, so that
it cunl:F not be easily shaken. This they
have nearly acoomglishad by State and city
grants of land and moneys. The amounts
which the various Romanist churches have
received, either from the Common Council or
the Legislature, during the past few years,
would be incredible, were we not so hardened
to such appropriations.

Their next blow was aimed at the free
schools, in carrying through the appropria-
tion for ‘‘sectarian schools,” Though but
partially effective, this blow will be repeated
either this or some succeeding year, with
more complete success. Already some of
our ward schools are supplied entirely with
Catholic teachers, and everything is “*expur-
gated” from the books taught which might
seem to smack too much of liberty of con-
science and of thonght. Many of our citi-
zens will undonbtedly see the day—-unless
some great revolution breaks forth—when
the Doard of Education of this city will be as
thoroughly Roman Catholic as Tammany is
now.

The next blow—perhaps the most insulting
of all—has been aimed, during this session,
in the bill for “hereditary religion." By this
it is assamed that every Protestant charity
dealing with the enfants perdus of our streets
is engaged in spreading a false religion, and
therefore must annually expurgate (or erimi-
nate) itself before the Legislature, under a
penalty of one hundred dollars for each of-
fense! As a correspondent suggests, the
natural amendment to this act wonld bea

rovision requiring every Protestant house-

Eoldor to make an annual statement, under
oath, that he had never invited his Roman
Catholic servants to family devotions, or
“‘otherwise inlerfered with their religious
belief.”

These incredible insults to the courage of
our Protestant bodies would never be given
by these demagogues if our own leaders had
not shown themselves in the whole guestion
such ntter cowards. When the most eminent
public men of the country are afraid to
speak a word for one of the grandest events
in the history of liberty, becanse the prissts
will denounce them before the igunorant
Roman rabble, what can be expected but that
such tools of the priests as Senator Norton
and his associates will propose such insult-
ing aots as this in the Benate of the New
York Legislature? If our Protestant bodies
do not arise and show some manhood, they
will deserve to be thus ftrampled on and in-
sulted by the delegates of the Ontholic magses
in these ecounties. And they may be certain
that the treatment they have thus far re-
ceived from the Tammany ring is mild and
considerate to what is in store for them.

AGAINST SUBSIDIES,
From the N, Y. Sun.

The subsidizing of foreign ateam lines is
agsin up in Congress. How this measure ex-
peots to get through, excep: by the meres foree
of log-rolling, we cannot see. We regard it
a8 no better than a scheme of waste and cor-
ruption from beginning to end. The sole
objeet of it is to put money into the hands of
the steamship companies by the million, under
the pretext of in some way advancing our mari-
time or commercial interests, or adding to onr
naval power. But Congress has decided that
it will not keep up an expensive navy in time
of peace. All the nation needs is to create the
couditions which will enable it to call a navy
into existence when one is wanted. To do this
we require a maritime population and the
requisite means and spplisnces for ship-
building. We can only have these by making
our earrying trade profituble, and by being
able to build shipa as cheap as other people.
When this is done we shall have both sailors
and ship-builders in sbundance. But neither
of these results ean be obtained by any hot-
bed processes. These interests must grow
from the soil and be self-sustaining, The
nation reached this conelusion when it aban-
doned the system of boanties for fishermen,
which existed from our earliest history until
within a very few years. All systems of boun-
ties ave liable to great sbuses, and the fisher-

men's bounties were no exception. At the last |

there was soaroely anything left in this par.
tienlar oane but the abuses,

We tried the system of snbgidios in the
famong Collins line of transatiantio stoamers,
and what came of it? We ook millions from
the Treasury and throw them into tha mea,
and the steamshbip line followed the millions.
Everything went to the hottom togethar,
Nobody was benefited a dollar from the be-
ginning to the end of the wasteful, prodigal
scheme, The resson exisls in the inherent
vioo of the syatem. Men are enconraged to
embark in an enterprise under the pleasing
illusion that ita profits shall go into their own
yockets, and its losses shall be paid from the
I'reasury., This expectation naturslly en-
tails waste, extravagance, peonlation, and
prodigality. It s an artificial snd oor-
rupt system, and we want nonoe of it, It is
corrupting to the public motals, and it an-
swers no good purpose either in its public or
private aspects, The true friends of the
marilime interests of the country repudiate
the policy. It is not what is wanted to revive
our great navigation industry. On the con-
trary, it tends to depress it still farther by
creating a fostered and privileged olass,
There can be no fair competition against a
subsidized line of ships, The men who
have no bounties can be mo mateh for those
who bave thems. When the subsidizdd lines
end, there will end the development of the
business pursuned. Is thim the way to encou-
rage an industry that to be anything must be
national ¥

What the conntry wants is to be allowed to
build ships free from the oppression of an
outrngeousd taxation. To resume our former
prominence as a marilime power, we need
nothing but to have our ship-building indus-
try put upon the same footing with that of
the same industry in Great Britain.  Is this
an extravagant demand ? On the centrary, is
it not a request most natural and most rea-
sonable ? Andisnot a refusal by Congress
to grant it one of the most absard and
short-sighted acts of a GGovernment pretend-
ing to wisdom and statesmanship that can ba
conceived of ?

We ecannot Le a naval power nnless we de-
velop our mercantile marine. We must
create the elasses on which all real naval
power reste, namely, mariners and ship-
builders. These classes we have, but they are
kept down and are daily growing weaker, not
becanse they have not (Government aid, but
becanse Government unnatarally oppresses
them and prevents their growth and expan-
sion. They only ask to be let alone. They
do not demand to be placed among the fa-
vored classes. They ask only to be put on
the smme footing with the same olasses in
Britain, four great and now overshadowing
rival on the ocean., Congress seems unwill-
ing to yield even this much of simple justice;
bnt, instead, it wastes its time and attention
over absurd projects of endowing monopo-
lies of steamship lines, which, if onoe well
under way, will strip the Treasuryannually
of untold millions, only to end in a grand
finsco at last, DMeantime, the real maritime
interests of the nation will go on in an accele-
rated decline.

Gontlemen of Congress! abandon your
preposterous sechemes for depleling the T'rea-
sury, and give to tho navigation fntaraata of
the country a fair field and free play for their
energy and resources. They want mone of
your money and none of yonur patronage.
The American mariner and ship-builder only
ask to hiave their raw materials free of daty,
and they will soon find a was to restore our
lost maritime ascendancy. Can there be a
more reasonable request than that ?

THE BROOKLYN STABBER.

When De Quincey wrote his ‘‘Marder
Considered as a Fine Art,” the essay was
commonly deemed an amusing but rather
fantastic freak of imagination. This ia
funny, thought many readers, but totally in-
eredible. It is magnificent, but it is not
buman nature. Yet precisely such things
ocour. The inexplicable is by no means
lacking in the complex elements that inspire
men's actions. An example is just now con-
spicuous which, if put in a novel, would have
been ridiculed as absurd. In our neigh-
bor e¢ity of DBrooklyn, an unknown
miscreant has for some time been distin-
guishing himself by indulging in a passion
as terrible as it is grotesque. Armed with
a kmfe, he prowls about at night
in search of young girls, selecting comely
ones for choice, and, watohing his opportn-
nity, he cuts savagely at their faces. Bome-
tirues the blow falls elsewhere, but the ruffian
obviously aims at the head. His object ap-
pears to be simply to mutilate, since he never
attempts to rob his vietims. There have been
five anthenticated cases of these assaults, the
first having ocourred in the latter part of No-
vember, and the fifth last Saturday night.
They have generally ocourred in or near
Grand and Remsen streets, and the perpetra-
tor, after his atiack, always makes off with
great swiftness. Quile a panic has been
created, especially among working girls
whose business keeps them out after
dark; and the Common Council of
Brooklyn has offered a reward of $250
for the apprehension of the offendar,

The peculiarity about this strange aflair
is not only that it is unaccompanied by any
effort to steal, but that it is so deliberately
disposed over considerable intervals of time,
It would seem that the gunilty person, wishing
to anjog his frightful pastime to the nutmost,
limits himself with cautious reserve in its
indulgence. He apparently lays down for him-
self a rogular plan of operations. Thus,on one
night, we may suppose him to refleot, he will
alash off some young woman's ear. This
being successfully acesmplished, he may re-
tire and gloat for a week or two over the ex-
ploit. Emerging with fresh gusto, he may ds-
termine to bave the pleasure of slitting seme
other Foor girl's cheek, and again retreat to
chuckle in his mysterious lair at compassing
s0 exquigite n gratification, To slice off soms
other vietim’s lips may furnish, after due re-

ose, the third dish of this extraordinary

anquet—and so on. That these things, or
things very like them, have been done wa
know: the motive so far is unfathomable.
The theory of insanity is snggested, and no
doubt is plansible. The old story says that
Malays sometimes ‘‘run a muck,” as it is
called, hacking and maiming every one they
meet; but in such cases they are, we believe,
assumed to be not ounly irresponsible morally,
but the subjects of sudden fremzy. While
in the paroxysm they are totally bereft of
reason. The Brooklyn assassin, on the
other band, if really a monomaniac, has
a distinet method in his wadness. He
invariably addresses the women he ap-
proaches as a civil stranger, as if to allay any
possible fears, and so get the best shancs to
do his work in an artistic way. Again, his
regard for his personal safety and the artful
celerity with which he provides for it iy
decided point of difference. The muck-raa.
ning Malay takes blows as well as gives them,
and seems as regardless of pain as most East
Indian devotees. If this Brooklyn stabber ias
indeed a maniae, his is certainly a very ou-
rious kind of Innacy. If he be sane, we
remember no case in the records of orime

which furnishes a parallel to, or whioh sug-
pests any intelligent explanation of, his con-
duot.

SKULLS AND BCIENCE.

Whether we ohoked a Rebellion or sounded
our r's throngh onr nose, we were liable to
be patted on the baek and suavely reminded
that we were young, and that things were not
g0 done in the older countries over the sea,
Conld we deny it? Jonathan oould stretoh
his mighty limbs as he pleased, brag of his
giant's  streugth, his shrewd brain, his
yearly conquests; yet he was painfally
conscious all the time that he way
the hobble-de-hoy among mations — the
unlicked sohool-boy with whom nobody dared
to try a wrestle, but who could be stung into
fury by a sneer, CUonsequently he has koo-
tooed and salanmed before every travelling
teribbler or story-monger, fearful that he
would be dismissed by them to the dunce's
stool for some molecism in manners or pro-
nunciation. To be sure, we did what we
could to make ourselves a desceat and an
sntiquity. The New Englanders kept the
dead bones of the Pilgrim Fathers stulking
abroad in the sight of all men. Philadelphin
has never buried William Penn; in New York
we made what capital we could out of Hon-
drik Hudson; and Virginia families, headed
by the Lees, oonsola themselvea to.day for
their empty pockets and missing slaves by
fquabbling abont whether their visionary
coats-of-arms should be moons with unfilled
horns or rampant gquirrels.

But Chicngo has come to the rescue. Bhe
has discovered a skull in Calaveras county,
California, and named it in her Academy of
Sciences, which proves the American to be
not the youngest son of Time, but the un-
named ancestor of Time itself. The Earo-
pean scientifio journals receive the report of
the discovery with breathless awe, *‘The
spot from which the skull was taken," they
say, ‘‘the lowest of four deposits of auriferons
gravel, over which were five successive beds
of lava and volecamie tufa, refers it to the Plio-
cene, or the age before the volcanie eraptions
which cover a great part of the State, pre-
ceding that of the mastodon, slephant, and
other great pachyderms. This remarkable
discovery, then, if placed beyond doubt, car-
ries back the presence of man in Amerioa to
a period even more remote than that inferred
from the stone implements in the drift of
Abbeville and Amiens in the wvalley of the
Somme, or the human skeleton in the loess of
the Rhine."

Talkof your
Norman blood, of old Oastilian, or the ancient
Lalin races! When grey-haired Saturn was a
babe in swaddling clothes, this great pro-
genitor of ours had left life, old as Age itself,
to see what profit conld be made in the realm
of ghost. When the modern Adam first
looked about the newly-fashioned world, this
ancient Jonathan nodded good luck to him
out of the land of shadows. Ages befors he
bad discovered, invented, tested the world,
and all that was in it, and found it to be but
vanity and vexation of spirit. The ages since
have heaped dead races over his resting-place,
who, being dead, rest in quiet and make no
sign, DBut, true to his nature, he comes
nosing his way back, and thrusts his fleshless
jaws among his descendants, to see what new
thing they bave found out at this late hoar
of the day. He has brought us dignity amon
the nations, Henceforth the Goddess o
Liberty shall keep him in sight of them cheek
by jowl with herself. ‘‘Here she and Time
shall sit. Here is her throne: let kings come
bow to it."

OUR WESTERN PRESIDENT.

In the early flush of onal popularity,
General, and even President, Grant was the
pet of the West. He was born there. He
was, in a certain sense, bred there; andif in
his mature manhood there was little to win
or command sympathy, the good-natured for-
bearance of a young and frontier community
looked kindly and generously on him. When
the crisis of war eccurred he was especially
the Western soldier, and in his suocesses and
aceumnulating honors the Weat had a natural
and noble pride—not the less so forbeing sec-
tional, When the war was over, and the drift
of public opinion showed that the Chiefl Magis-
tracy was to be his, and that, in virtual sue-
cession to Mr, Lincoln, he was to continus
the line of Western statesmen, the pride of
his region knew no abatement. There was
an inner sentiment, too, at work. The great
West bad no fanatical antipathy to the South,
eitber in the moment of confliot or of victory;
and when, at the end of the war, General
Grant proclaimed, in written and measured
words, that the Bouth was sincere and honest
in its submission, and that the policy of the
North should be thoroughly coneilistory and

generous, and when Eastern ultraists sneered |

at what he said as “‘whitewashing,” the West
felt that it was their brave soldier's, their fu-
ture President's, honest atlerance, and that
their confidence was, and to the end would be,
justified,

Crnel indeed has been fthe awakening,
sharp the disappointment, and in nothing
more so than in the development in the
recent past of the manifest sworifice of the
generous and heroic sentiment of amnesty
and toleration on the poorest, lowest altar
that was ever bniltront of the fagols of fana-
ticism and party expediency. Henoce it is that
the most decisive revelt, or, to speak more
correctly, the most intrepid and manly
reassertion of the poliey to which it
was supposed the estern soldier was
pledged, has ocourred in the West itself,
and in the communities which were sup.
posed to have the closest association with
him—Qalifornia and Oregon first, then In.
diana, Nevada, and emphatically Missouri,
while Illincis, Nebrasks, and Ohio are quite
ready to follow suit. For these defections
there were other and minor reasons squally
operative. The Western President becawme a
willing vietim to the blandishments of the
luxurious East. The first song of the sirens
seduced him. The city Circes bad no diffi-
culty. He turned his back on the region
whick first honored him, and called around
Lim as his confidential advisers, and des-
patched abroad as his confidential agents,
men of whom the Atlantic seaboard furnished
an plmost grotesque contingent.

Of the original Oabinet, not ocounting Me.

Washburne'n fortnight's inoumbeney, four
ott of the aix were from this side of l{m Alla.
gheny Mountaing, and the others not (urther
west than the Miami. The citizens of Boston,
New York, and Philadelphin were preferred
to the untutored denizens of the prairies.
The foreign embassies showed the same re.
sult, The six great courts of London, Ber-
lin, Bt. Petersburg, Madrid, Vienna, and Oon-
stantinople, like tﬁe Cabinat, belonged wholly
to anetts, New York, and Pennsylva-
nia. Illinois got France, and a Northwastern
brother-in-law seoured Denmark. And when
accident, or imbecility, or ill-tamper forced a
cha_nge, Camden snooeeded Philadelphia, Ohio
Ohio, and Georgia part of Massachusetts
in the Oabinet, and in_foreign patronage the
dispenser did not seem able to get farther
West than Indians, The only two States now
ropresented in the Cabinet that pretend to
oall themselves faithful in their ullaﬂlmce are
New Jerssy and Massachusetts, ow long
they will remanin so, even radioal Massachu-
setts, is beyond our ken. Pennsylvania, aftor
waiting in vain for something better than
she has got, is, throngh her Executive, in
open mutiny, and, so far as we oan trace po-
rnlsr action, is drifting slowly but surely
ack to the moorings of her ancient faith.
For these new and doubtful and selfish friends
has be, without a soruple, sacrificed all thoss
representalive men who, as neighbors and
early friends when he needed them sorely,
petted and sustained and promoted him,

Operative as these elements of disappoint-
ment may be, they are, we repeat, of minor
moment in comparison with the great inner
rovulsion which we have alladed to, for,after
all, masses are not affected by the frustrated
hopes and aspirations of leaders. To take
the most notable instance of disaffeotion—
Missouri. 'The people of that great State—
we mean those Independent Republicans who
onee were & majority—do not care a farthing

| whether it is representad in the coterie called
| a Cabinet or not, or in the wider and more

ornamental ciroles of diplomacy. This is not
what alienates them. Missonri, if we may
give a now application to a well-worn figure,
15 the keystone of & great arch resting on the
North and the South. Mad Missouri become
part, permanently or for any long term, of
the Sonthern Confederacy, it wonld have
been fatal to the ancient Union. The popu-
lation, while the heat of war was active, was
fiercely divided. Hence is it, perhaps, from
mutual respect, from the necessity of making
allowance, that the process of reconciliation
has been so rapid and so sure. Nor is it in
the least surprising that, when this generons
and rational impulse found itself unexpect-
edly in conflict with the Executive, the strog-
gle was sbarp and the result decisive. So
will it be everywhere throughout the Wast,
and this, one wonld think, should be apparent
to every one. This isaltogether independent
of the material considerations we have else-
where suggested. Yet, in the face of thess
unerring, unmistakable signs and portents,
we find the new crusade devised and perpe-
trated! BSurely madness can no further go.
